The  new  School  Building  of  Park  Ave¬ 
nue  Synagogue  has  received  the  Tucker 
Architectural  Award  for  1981  as  the  finest 
non-residential  stone  building  completed 
in  the  United  States  within  the  last  five 
years.  The  Building  Stone  Institute 
announced  this  award  at  its  recent  62nd 
annual  convention.  The  award  recognizes 
one  ideal,  excellence,  and  the  winning 
project  must  show  this  ideal  in  the  con¬ 
cept,  design,  construction  and  use  of 
natural  stone. 

Serving  on  the  1981  Awards  Jury  were 
three  distinguished  American  architects: 
John  H.  Burgee,  William  E.  Pederson,  and 
Robert  A.M.  Stern.  The  jurors  made 
the  following  comments  about  our  new 
building:  “The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  on 
Manhattan’s  East  Side  tries  to  use  stone 
in  relationship  to  the  classical  language  of 
architecture,  and  it  succeeds.  It  ties  in 
comfortably  as  an  addition  to  the  Sanctu¬ 
ary  and  gives  a  definite  discipline  of  con¬ 
struction  .  .  .  The  use  of  rusticated 
pattern  adds  to  the  differentiation  be¬ 
tween  the  planes  which  is  not  so  easy  in 
modern  structures  where  we  are  restricted 
to  building  with  fairly  thin  pieces  of 
stone  .  .  .  The  resulting  architecture 
lends  a  certain  dignity  to  this  synagogue, 
and  sets  it  apart  from  other  structures  .  .  . 
All  in  all  the  stone  work  is  most  skillfully 
handled,  producing  the  light,  shading 
effect  between  various  attitudes  of  the 
stone  that  gives  the  building  a  strength 
and  color  that  no  contrasting  material 
could  provide.  The  design  serves  to 
maintain  a  continuity  with  the  traditions 
of  the  institution  it  serves.” 

A  lead  article  in  BUILDING  STONE 
MAGAZINE,  March/April  1981,  tells  of  the 
Tucker  Award  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
The  article  says  in  part,  “The  design  of 
the  building  is  distinguished  by  an  orna¬ 
mental  Mankato  stone  facade  meant  to 
compliment  the  existing  Synagogue 
Building  and  not  to  overwhelm  it  .  .  . 
It  is  also  in  keeping  with  the  conservative 
and  elegant  character  of  the  buildings  in 
the  area  .  . .  The  interior  appears  soft  and 
warm  like  the  inside  of  a  glove  .  .  .  Since 
the  building  achieves  a  sculptured  quality, 
it  becomes  an  appropriate  accommodation 
for  the  bronze  sculpture  on  the  west  face

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LISTENING 

What  is  so  good  as  a  good  listener? 
Many  people  know  how  to  listen  to  sur¬ 
face  sounds,  and  their  ears  and  mecha¬ 
nisms  of  perception  don’t  go  much  further 
than  that.  Some  people  talk  at  others,  or 
have  their  conversation  pass  by  others,  but, 
not  having  listened,  can’t  expect  their 
words  to  hit  home. 

If  this  is  true  in  general,  how  much 
more  so  is  it  true  in  religion.  Shavuot, 
the  Festival  of  the  Giving  of  the  Torah, 
celebrates  a  moment  when  our  people 
listened  to  divine  words,  a  moment  so 
special  in  time  that  we  celebrate  it  still. 
As  the  Midrash  describes  the  scene 
when  the  Torah  was  given:  no  bird  sang, 
the  waves  of  the  sea  were  quiet  and 
the  world  was  filled  with  a  stillness 
broken  only  by  the  words  of  the  Ten 
Commandments. 

How  many  Jews  have  read  the  Ten 
Commandments  but  have  never  really 
listened  to  their  words?  How  many  Jews 
are  familiar  with  the  words  of  the  prayer 
book  but  have  never  really  listened  to  its 
words?  How  many  Jews  have  read  selec¬ 
tions  from  the  Bible  as  children,  or  even 
as  adults,  but  have  never  really  listened 
to  its  words? 

Imagine  to  yourself  the  whole  world 
becoming  quiet,  the  street  noise  and  sirens 
disappearing,  the  background  hum  and 
the  stray  sounds  of  our  lives  suddenly  be¬ 
coming  muffled.  What  would  you  want 
to  hear? 

Perhaps  on  Shavuot  one  should  relive 
the  miraculous  moments  of  the  past  by 
beginning  to  listen  as  one  has  seldom 
listened  before:  to  the  quiet  sounds  that 
are  beneath  the  surface,  to  the  words  of 
love  and  concern  that  are  hardly  ever  ex-

1.  Lighting  candles  at  8:05  P.M.  on  Sun¬ 
day,  June  7,  the  evening  the  Festival 
begins,  and  again,  on  Monday,  June  8 
at  8:07  P.M. 

2.  Attending  Services  for  the  Holiday 
on  Sunday  and  Monday  evenings  at 
5:45  P.M.  and  on  Monday  and  Tues¬ 
day  morning  at  9:30  A.M.  The  Monday 
morning  service  includes  High  School 
Graduation;  the  Tuesday  morning 
service  includes  the  Yizkor  Memorial 
Prayers. 

3.  Eating  festival  meals  with  your  family, 
including  Kiddush  and  Hallot,  being 
sure  to  taste  some  of  the  seven  species 
of  the  Land  of  Israel:  wheat,  barley, 
grapes,  figs,  pomegranates,  olives  and 
dates.  These  are  the  fruits  of  the  spring 
harvest,  brought  to  the  ancient  Temple 
in  Jerusalem  at  this  time  of  the  year.  It 
is  also  traditional  to  eat  dairy  foods  on 
Shavuot.  The  Songs  of  Songs  compares 
the  Torah  to  milk  and  honey,  and  since 
this  Festival  celebrates  the  giving  of 
the  Torah,  milk  and  honey  are  tasted.

Observance  Of  Tisha  B’Av 
Occurs  On  August  8 

If  you  were  in  the  city  last  summer  and 
present  in  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  on  the 
evening  of  Tisha  B’Av,  you  remember  an 
event  so  fascinating  that  even  The 
New  York  Times,  in  covering  our  observ¬ 
ance,  described  the  “many  young  people 
scattered  among  the  congregants,  some 
of  whom  chanted  solo  verses  from  the 
Book  of  Lamentations.  Some  of  the  elders 
of  the  Congregation  hummed  along  with 
the  young  people;  from  time  to  time 
David  Lefkowitz,  the  Cantor,  sang  out 
songs  that  had  been  written  for  the 
occasion,  but  had  not  been  sung  for  gen¬ 
erations  until  he  discovered  them  in 
Jewish  archives.  His  voice  drew  sighs  from 
some  of  the  elders.” 

One  of  the  most  interesting  phenomena 
in  Jewish  religious  life  during  the  summer¬ 
time  has  been  the  resurgence  of  interest 
and  participation  in  the  service  for  Tisha 
B’Av.  Last  year  some  200  people  gathered 
in  our  Sanctuary  for  the  Candlelight 
Service,  recalling  the  destruction  of  the 
Temple  in  ancient  times  as  well  as 
the  tragedies  which  are  a  part  of  the 
Jewish  past.  (

It  is  good  to  know  that  the  demand  is 
so  great  for  aliyot  at  our  synagogue.  In 
recent  weeks  there  have  been  so  many 
requests  that  at  times  it  has  been  impossi¬ 
ble  to  fulfill  them.  Happily,  women  are 
accepting  aliyot  more  and  more  and,  gen¬ 
erally,  there  has  been  a  greater  acceptance 
of  invitations  for  this  honor.  On  a  recent 
Shabbat  19  people  requested  an  aliyah 
and  on  the  Shabbat  before,  there  were 
17.  The  prescribed  number  of  aliyot  on 
a  Shabbat  morning  is  seven.  Usually  there 
is  a  Bar  Mitzvah  or  a  Bat  Mitzvah  and  the 
family  is  given  three  of  the  seven  aliyot. 
For  years  now,  in  keeping  with  a  decision 
of  the  Ritual  Committee,  no  more  than 
three  aliyot  may  be  added  on  a  Shabbat 
morning  to  the  normal  seven.  This  decision 
was  adopted  so  that  the  service  would 
not  be  unduly  prolonged. 

It  would  be  greatly  appreciated  if  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  congregation  who  desire  aliyot 
on  a  Shabbat  morning,  when  a  scarcity 
of  such  honors  exists,  would  choose  one 
of  the  following  alternatives:  to  accept 
the  honor  of  lifting  the  Torah  or  the  honor 
of  dressing  it;  choosing  to  have  an  aliyah 
at  the  Shabbat  afternoon  Minhah  service 
or  on  the  following  Shabbat,  or  the  open¬ 
ing  or  the  closing  of  the  Ark. 

We  want  very  much  to  accommodate 
all  members  of  the  congregation  who  wish 
to  be  honored  in  this  traditional  manner. 
Since  this  is  impossible  at  times,  we  ask 
for  your  understanding  and  cooperation. 
We  all  share  one  goal  —  to  further  the 
beauty  of  our  service  and  to  enhance  our 
hours  of  prayer  together.
